Communal Aerial We have received a report from the Resident Engineer who maintains 
the communal aerial system that he is in dispute with the Developers over payment 
due to him for work carried out. As this particular dispute has gone on for some 
time, the -Engineer has intimated that routine service work and emergencies would 
not be attended to until payment for work already carried out is received* 

The committee are very concerned about this state of affairs and we shall 
be writing to the Developers on behalf of the parties concerned to see if the 
situation can be resolved as soon as possible.

Parish Council Meeting, 21st May 
Hie following points arose; 


1) Hie Council is asking the Developers to clarify what contribution they are 
making towards the provision of a Village Hall, before approaching the District 
Council for financial assistance. 

2) Hie Contractors are being asked to re-do the Cricket Square before the 
Council releases the balance of tiie money for the work on the Village Green. 

Firms are being asked to tender for the regular cutting of the Green. 

5) Rodney Dale has been ro-appointed as Bar Kill Representative on the 
governing body of Swavesey Village College. 

4) Following a complaint from a resident, the Council is to investigate ways of 
making the slide in the Village Pairk safer. 


5) The Department of the Environment has confirmed that the flyover is to be 
started this year, but in the meantime the Parish Council is pressing for short¬ 
term iin;|^ovements to the A 6 O 4 jmiction to be carried out without delay. 

6) Following the recent meeting held to discuss the future of Swavesey Village 
College, a fxirther meeting will be held shortly at which the Warden and others 
concerned will answer the points raised. 


7) The Parish Council is urging speedy delivery of playground equipment to 

sited on the Village Green. \ 

8 ) It was reported that the District Council was considering buying houses 
Phase 3 of Bar Hill. The Parish Council expressed support for this idea. 

9 ) The Clerk to the Parish Council has uni^ortunately had to resign, and a 

replacement is being sought. Advertisements are appearing in the Cambridge 
Evening News this week. A salary of not less than £100 a year for arranging 
Parish Council meetins, keeping minutes and pealing with correspondence.
